.the force of written Jaw, baving tulos of 
careful limitation but rigid application. In 
general practice it was laid down ns the duty 
of A samured to avenge the doath-of—his. 


parent or lord, but while in the latter case 
the oblixation wus o,tioual, and depended 
in many cases on his position in’ the clan, iv 
the former case it waa compulsory, neglect 
being attended with loss af income and status 
in the clan, The reason for this distinction 
is obvious. By tho anciontlaw “affecting 
samurai—which, in“ the case of the murder 
of the Regent Li Kamon no Kami, was 
evadad by a fiction invented for the occasion 
—the death of a samurai by assussination 
involved the forfeiture of the. murdered 
man’s rink, and the confiscation of his 
catates, if ho had any, to the Crown, His 
childran became outcasts, and tbe family, in 
fact, ceasod_to exist, .But the privilege of 
the Vendetta constituted a meuns of rein: 
stating the murdéred’ inan's. heira in tho 
position they had formerly occupied. Thos 
if a saimurat fell under the aesagsin’s knife 
the duty of executing the Vendetta devolved 
upon his eldest son. IE successful, tho 
family honour waa vindicated and tho son 
suceeeded'to the position accupied by his 
father ; but neglect to perform the obligation 
was punished by forfeiture of pension and 
status. Should be die in tho attempt to 
avenge his father’s death bis children wero 
bound to ‘prosecute the Vendetta, under pain 
of the same peualties in case of defantt, but 
the performaznca of the Vendetta .was not 
obligatory on the next of kin, Such o thing 
ug returo after’ failure was onknown, The 
luckless samurai who bad: dared to roturn 
with the duties of the Vendetta unfulfilled 
would probably bave'met with the same fate 
at the bands of hia indignant comrades as 
his unavenged parent; or, failing such ex. 
treme measures; ignominious expulsion from 
tho clan is the least that would have awaited 
bim.
